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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests all of the claimed subject matter of claim including 

a power management process where driving the CPU to execute a service program of 
the system interrupt to synchronize an operation frequency of the system RAM with an 
operation frequency of the CPU at a memory address segment of the BIOS ROM. The 
prior art of record runs the sleep programs in a shadow ram and not in the ROM. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hobson et al. U.S. Patent 6,065,121 , Lambino et al. U.S. Patent 
6,725,384, and Sakai U.S. Patent 6,266,776 show power management process for 
shutting down a CPU to a sleep mode but none of them disregard the RAM and run 
solely off the ROM for the sleep mode program.
